The  moat  generally  accepted  theory  in, 
that  after  they  had  commenced  to  burtd 
the  tower.it  art  tied.  ."On  one  aide  at  a 
certain  elevation,  the  colum  i*  are  higher 
than  on  the  other  ;  thus  slidhving  an  at¬ 
tempt  oo  the  put  of  the  builder*  to  bring 
back  the  upper  part  to  a*  vertical  a  di¬ 
rection  i»«  practicable.  Tbe  walla  too  are
